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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of the invention of Group II, claims 3-6, in 
the reply filed on September 15, 2008 is acknowledged. 



Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc. 

The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a 
utility application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use.

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COMPACT DISC. 

(f) BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION. 

(1) Field of the Invention. 

(2) Description of Related Art including information disclosed under 37 
CFR 1.97 and 1.98. 

(g) BRIEF SUMMARY OF THE INVENTION. 

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S). 

(i) DETAILED DESCRIPTION OF THE INVENTION. 

(j) CLAIM OR CLAIMS (commencing on a separate sheet). 

(k) ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE (commencing on a separate sheet).

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 3-6 are objected to because of the following informalities: "Roller device" 
in line 1 of claim 3 should read -A roller device-, and -The roller device- in line 1 of 
claims 4-6. Appropriate correction is required. 

Also reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be deleted so as to avoid confusion 
with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 3, the term "especially" renders the claim indefinite because it is 
unclear whether the limitation(s) following the phrase are part of the claimed invention. 
See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Also in lines 10-11, the phrase "the bearing housing" is 
confusing since a right bearing housing and a left bearing housing are recited in the 
claim. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the bearings", "the end face" and "the bearing 
cover" in lines 7-8, 10 and 1 1 respectively. There is insufficient antecedent basis for 
these limitations in the claim. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the rotary passage" in line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 6 recites the limitation "the rotary passage" in lines 2-3. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 
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7. Claims 3, 4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Toyoda (US Patent 5,592,882). 

With regards to claim 3, Toyoda discloses a roller device consisting of a right 
bearing housing 6 and a roller 1 rotatably supported by journal 3 in the bearing housing 
6 wherein water (cooling medium) is passed through an axial bore 2 in the roller (col. 3, 
lines 5-6), and bores 14, which form a closed cavity, are arranged around bearings 7 
mounted in the bearing 6, wherein a discharge bore 18 for the cooling medium is 
arranged on en end face of the bearing housing and is located next to a bearing cover 
19, see column 3, lines 13-30. Applicant should note that it is inherent that the roll 
device of Toyoda would have a left bearing housing similar to the right bearing housing 
in order to properly support roller 1 and functions as intended. 

Regarding claim 4, Applicant should note that cap member 26 could be 
considered a rotary passage and it is inherent that cap member is rigidly connected to 
the end face of bearing housing in order to provide a properly functioning circulation 
system. 

Regarding claim 6, Applicant should note that cap member 26 could be 
considered a rotary passage and could compensate for linear expansion of the roller, 
see column 4, lines 13-17. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claim 5 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Toyoda. 
Toyoda discloses a roller device as shown above except for the rotary passage 

being detachably connected with the bearing cover. However it is within the level of 
ordinary skill in the art to detachably connect such a rotary passage to a bearing 
housing in order to be able to access the bearing for repair. Therefore it would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made, to 
have detachably connected the rotary passage with the bearing cover, in order to allow 
access to the bearing for repair or replacement.
